a. The Moghan Steppe border between Tazakend (approximately 39-42N, 47-59E), 
i..e., the Araxes River, and Belyasuvar, <i.¢,,the Balarrud (River) is 
lightly held by no more than 5 or 6 Soviet "observation" posts. 


b. The Balarrud/Adineh Rud* border (see Attachment) from Belyasuvar to 
Diman is strongly fortified and held by no less thon 60 Soviet posts, 
io @., posts observed from the Iranian side. Actually there may be 
even more vosts in depth in the immediate vicinity of the border. 


c. In the mountainous region extending from Diman to Shandan, the Soviets 
occupy the line of crests and have built mostly observation posts. 
Their defensive installations appear to be rather light. 


d. In the Astara Valley from Shandan to Astara on the Casvian, the Soviets hav 
25 posts along the border and are currently engaging in what appears 
to be an intensive fortification program.
